t,ape Hatteras, was shelled and sunk by an enemy submarine 
lateyesterday, the Navy Department was informed today. 


ITie crew who took to their boats have reached shore safely. 


1 he submarine came within a half mile of shore according to 
thebnef reports which reached the Navy Department. 


Fhe Diamond Shoals Light Station was one of the most 


famous guides to navigation in the world. Such vessels usual- 
ly are manned by greybeards and are of such n type as to be 
utterly helpless in the face of an enemy attack. 


The attacking submarine probably was the one that sank 


the American tank steamer O. B. Jennings several days ago 
Her exploits in showing herself abo^te water within a half mile 
ol the Carolina coast .where innumerable patrol boats are sup- 
posed to be plying, is one of the most daring recorded since the 
German, raiders first made their appearance on this side of the

Great Britain, Canada and tlie United Stales liave done Hie 


right thins; in making arrangements which will proven! their 
citizens of draft age from evading military service by remain- 
ing abroad. There are many British and Canadian citizens of 
military age in Hie United States, and there are American citi- 
zens of military age in Great Britain. 
Until what is called the 


"recruiting'convention" was arranged these men could snap 
their lingers at their governments and leave it to others to do 
the fighting while they enjoyed the security of peace and the 
privilege of furthering their own ends at will. 


The' injustice of this condition has long been recognized, 


and at last it has been corrected. In accordance with Hie pro- 
visions of the convention British and Canadian subjects iii| 
this country who are of military age, which iu their case is 
from 20 to 44 years, have 60 days in which lo enlist under 
their own colors', and if they fail !o do this they will be subject 
to call to the American colors through Hie operation of the 
draft. 
And if Americans of military age in Great Britain or 


Canada do not leave or enlist wilhin 60 days they will be 
liable lo be drafted there. 


This means (hat Americans, Canadians and Englishmen 


who are lit for military duty must come lo time and bear their 
share of the burden of their governments, which is exactly as 
it should be. These governments are standing together in a 
war for the freedom and rights of humanity, and it is not right 
that any of their citizens who are fit for military duty should 
be permitted lo evade that duly by merely being away from 
home. When Ihe victory is won they will have their share nf 
the blessings and benefits it will bring, and it is no more than 
riirlit that they should help lo win (lie victory. 


"The whole" arrangement is based on simple juslice; justice 


to (he governments that have taken the action and justice to 
(he brave armies that are fighting for (he preservation of (hose 
gomnmenls and Ihe dethronement of a power which seeks to 
override the world and compel all nations lo bow to ils man- 
dates. 


This is a world war in the full sense of Ihe term. 
'I he lib- 


erty of the nations is menaced as never before in all history 
and there must be no slacking in any quarter. The goveru- 


<menls in question have very patiently waited-for Ihe citizens 


allecled by this convention to do the right thing, which was to 
enlisl in iiie countries where they were or go home and serve, 
under their own colors. Thousands have done this, to their 
credit be it said, but there are oilier thousands who have seen 
lit lo skulk under the proteclion of their alienism, and these 
are the men who musl now face Ihe music. 


The action that has been taken is sound and just. 
It will 


wrong no man, and it will prevent men from wronging their 
governments by [he cowardly withholding of services to 
which those governments are clearly cnlilled in (his crucial 
hour.
